Republican, to give the public an account of 
the complaints. Itis hardly credible that the 
President will attempt to justify to the Senate 
his removaiof Judge Sandford because Attor- 
ney General Miller was soimprudent as to at- 
tribute to the President the responsibility of 
saying that Judge Sandford was removed be- 
cause “the President has become satistied that 
your administration of the office Was not in har- 
mony with the policy he desmed proper to be 
pursued with reference to Utah affairs, and for 
this reason he desired to make a change.”

When completed 
according to the present plans the Puritan, 
while still preserving all the essential.charac- 
teristics of the monitor type, will combine 
with them many features of other types 
of vessels, producing what many .naval 
otlicers consider one of the beat ves- 
.sels yet designed. Many of the older officers 
, of the navy, Who know by experience in actual 
conflict how effective the monitors were, are 
still firm believers in that system of construc- 


_of the Puritan, he declared that if completed on 
{ those plans she would be the most effective ves- 
‘sel in any navy, and he would go to sea in her 
‘confident of being able to vanquish and sink 
. apy vessel that might be sent against her. 

No changes aré to be madein the general di- 
mensions of the Puritan, which are as follows: 
Displacement, 6,060 tons; Mgr? between per- 
pendiculars, 280 feet; beam, feet, and mean 
draughi, 18 feet. The first plans contemplated 
mounting four ten-inch breech-loadiny rities in 
two turrets, but as revised there are to be four 
twelve-inch guns placed in covered bar bettes. 
The axes of these guns are to be-10 feet 6 
inches above load water line, which will per- 
mit the fighting of the guns in a heavy sea, 
while the permanent steel walls of the bar- 
bettes above which the guns revolve xreatly 
increase the free board and make the ship more 
seaworthy. The revolving parts of the turn- 
tables, the hydraulic machinery, and the load- 
ing and elevating gear of these guns are to 
be protected by steel armor 14 inches in 
thickness backed by 8 inches of wood, two 
half-inch plates, and a system of horizontal and 
vertical girders. The protection of the hull is 
provided by as belt of steel armor 5 feet 7 inches 
in depth, extending the entire length of the 

‘vessel. This Delt is to be 14 inches in thickness 
from the os! of the armor to 1 foot below the 
load water line, thence tapering to 6 inches at 
the armor shelf tor a lengtin of 160 feet, that 1s, 
extending sufficiently forward aft to protect 
the boilers, magazines, &c. Immediately for- 
ward and abaft these points the belt is reduced 
to 10 inches in thickness for a length of 20 feet, 
and at the extreme end to 6 inches in thickness,

The conning tower, containing the steering 
gear, telegraph, speaking tubes, &c., is to be 
situated immediately abaft the torward 
barbette, ami will be covered with 10 inches of 
ateel armor. For ordinary use there will be a 
pilot house built of wood, fitted with steering 
wheel, chart tables, speaking tubes, &. The 
vessel is to be supplied with steam steerer, 
steam windlass capstan, and winches. 

Two of the ten boilers.originally placed in the 
vessel are to be taken out and torced draught 
applied to the other boilers so as to make up 
for the loss of power. A light superstructure 
is to be built on deck, extending . from barbette 
to barbette, within which are to be located the 
officers’ quarters, thereby permitting the use of 
neariy ail the berth deck for berthing the crew 
and giving excellent accommodations for both 
officers and men. The rapid-fire machine guns 
are to be mounted within and on top of the 
superstructure 

Just abaft the smoke pipe will be placed a 
military mast about fifty-two feet above the 
superstructure deck, hollow, about thirty inches 
in diameter, and fitted as an uptake for exhaust 
ventilation for the engine room. The mast will 
be used for signal purposes. It will have two 
tops, one iitted to carry two machine guns, and 
the other for a search lizht. Two steel booms 
will be attached to the mast to be used as der- 
ricks for working the boats. 

The ventilation, draining, and pumping ar- 
rangements will be of the most modern charac- 
ter. Electric lights are to be provided for ever 
part of the vessel, not only for internal illumi- 
nation, butfor the side lightsand mast-head 
lights, and in addition are lights of several 
thousand candle power are to be provided as a 
safeguard against night attacks by rams and 
torpedo boats. 

These changesin the Puritan’s plans, which 
wili virtualiy make a new vessel of her, are the 
work of Naval Constructor Philip Hiehborn, 
and the unanimity of the board of bureau 
chiefs in approving them gives assurance that 
they contain many good features.

POISONED BY TYROTOXICON. 

HARTFORD, June 20.—The State Board of 
Health has made its report on the Glastonbury 
ice cream poisoning by which a large number 
of people were thrown into convulsions. It 
concludes, from the facts which were obtained 
at that time, that the poisoning was due proba- 
bly to the presence of tyrotoxicon in the cream, 
A chemical .analysis of the residue of the cream 
is now going on, but owing to the:fact that the 
cream was exposed in an open vessel for avout 


fifteen hours the probability is that the poison 
had dissappeared before it came into the hands 
of the beard. 

A fact of importance to ice cream makers and 
eaters was brought out by the investigation. 
It is that a portion of the milk from which the 
ice cream was made was not permitted to cool 
atall. As soon as it was taken from the cow 
it was placed in a covered pail and left stand- 
ing ina warm place for two or three hours. 
This treatment of milk has been noticed by 
“pga pe to be favorabie to the quick genera- 
tion of tyrotoxicon. Again, after the Glaston- 
bury custard was made, it was not immediately 
cooled, but was kept five hours before freezing, 
thus affording an opportunity for the whole 
quantity, to become thoroughly charged with 
the tyrotoxicon.

That vote 
was 15,113 to approve and 9,230 to reject. 

Seldom has so radical a step been taken with 
80 little excitement, The experience of nearly 
three years seemed to have left nearly every- 
body with his mind made up in regard to 
this question. Women were present at 
many of the _ polling places, though 
not in so great numbers as when the 
ineubus was ingrafted on the Constitution 
three years ago. The blandishments of coffee 
and lunch do not seem to have been resorted te 
to-day, and while many a voter courteously 
took the ‘‘reject” ballot proftered him by a wo- 
man, very few votes were cast from sentiment- 
al motives. <A _ self-appointed committee had 

pledged a fund of $5,000 for rewards for the 
conviction of bribers, but there is no prospect 
that it will be drawn upon, for at no time was 
the eause of repeal in such straits as to suggest 
the resort to the purchase of votes.

THE CONNECTICUT HOUSE PASSES A 


BILL AGREED TO BY BOTH PARTIES. 

HARTFORD, June 20.—The House, concurred 
with the Senate this afternoon in the adoption 
of a Secret-Bailot bili, which had been arranged 

to the satistaction of both political parties. 
PCS Bikey wit sgt the “Yeasuré,” “tp 
vides for offictal paper, to be furnished by the 
Secretary of State, on which all dallots must be 
printed uniformly. The blank ballots will be 
paid for by those ordering them. All ballots 
must be delivered by the Secretary five days 
prior to the elections, and will be printed by the 
political organizations under directions from 
the Secretary’s office. Official envelopes wiil 
also be furnished by the State. 

Rooms or booths are to be provided by the 
Selectmen of each town with the necessury con- 
veniences for the electors to arrange their bal- 
lots ana place them in the envelopes. The in- 
terior ofeach room or booth is to be secure 
from outside observation, and is to be situated 
in or connected with the room where the ballot 
box is stationed. Three minutes will be allowed 
an electorin the booth. Extiresecroy is given 
him while preparing his ticket. 

Tne billalso provides that no person shall 
peddle or oifer any ballot to another person 
within 100 feet of any polling plaee on the day 
ofelection. The penalty for counterfeiting or 
imitating the blank ballots or official envelopes 
furnished by the State isa fine of $1,000 or im- 
prisonment not exceeding five years, or poth.

NASHVILLE, Tenn,, June 20.—All the mall that 
left the Nashville Post Office for the South on 
the night of May 7 has disappeared. The fact 
has been withheld by the Post Office officials 
that the investigation might not be hampered. 

The mail for Southern points as far as New- 
Orleans was put in a pouch, locked up, and de- 
livered at the door of the Post Office to the 
driver of the wagon which carries mail to the 
station. The pouch was locked up in this 
wagon, and that is the last heard of it. The 
loss was detected in two or three days, and in 
this way: According to a rule of the Govern- 
ment, a number of Southern Post Offices aro re- 
quired to daily remit to the Nashville Post Office 
any excess of receipts over a sum, which varies 
according to the volume of business done at a 
place. This is done that no Jarge amount of 
money may be stopped at any office. Nashville 
in turn makes a daily remittance to Louisville 
and Louisville to New-York. Receipts for these 
remittances are daily sent to the Postmasters 
forwarding the money. 

On May 9 the Postmasters to whom receipts 
were due from Postmaster Currey for remit- 
tances of May 6 wrote that their vouchers had 
not arrived. The banks at Franklin, Columbia, 
and Pulaski then notified him of the failure to 
get checks, &c. The mail clerk on the train 
which should have received the postage said 
that he had never seen anything of it. itis im- 
possible to learn how much money was in the 
mail. It was destined for a large and important

In view of the determination and 
practice of the province of Quebew to dominate 
political. discussion in the past, it does seem 
surprising that so great a storm nas sprung up 
so suddenly. ‘the Quebec French delevatiou in 
Parliament, not content with managing 
their home affairs after their own 
fashion, have managed to control the 
Dominion Government a8 well; and as 
there are French in nearly every section of the 
Dominion, from Cape Breton in the east to the 
Saskatchewan in the west, they appear to be 
securely seated in Dominion power for long 
years to come, especially as both of the great 
political parties ,were constantly bidding for 
their support. It really seemed as if this state 
of things had become permanent. Those who 
aré now 80 agitated over Quebec legisiation 
cannot have forgotten how trequentiy French 
influence has gained the mastery in Dominion 
councils, even since the old Canadian unica 
Was severed and the new confederation estab- 
lished. The French ruled old Canada and they 
have ruled new Canada, and one example of 
aggression scarcely seems to count. 

But the unexpected has happened. ‘he Eng- 
lish Protestant sentiment of Ontario has been 
aroused by the introduction of the Pope’s name 
in a legislative enactment, and the valiant Eny- 
Uareqeakins Protestant majority of Ontario, 
_who by the Confederation act of 1866 coolly 
consigned the English-speaking minority of the 
Province of Que»ec and all their civil rights to 
the teuder méroijes of the French-speaking Ko- 
ee or “of that Province, have beer 
wor intoa frenzied state by the disclosures 
of the Jesuit Estates act.

Suoh a gathering, just as it stood, repre- 
sented 50,000 voters. With the aid of the 
organization which it effected, and backed 
by the ablest and most influential journals 
in Canada, with popular sentiment in On- 
tario running so strongly in tbie direction, 
the Equal Rights Association—-as it is now bap- 
tised—will not fail to change the face of politics 
in Canada. The time for such an organization 
of Dominion proportions to take the tield is ex- 
ceedingly propitious.

RIVAL RAILROADS AT WAR. 

PATERSON, N. J., June 20.—For some weeks 
work has been in progress in grading a track 
foraspur of the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroad into the southern part of: 
Paterson. The roadbed as surveyed was fora 
spur running from the main line near Clifton 
parallel to the Newark Branch of the Erie to 
the Passaic Rolling Mill at South. Paterson. 
Last week the Erle suddenly awoke to the ne- 
cessity of having four more tracks on.its New- 
ark Branch, where the new spur parallels it, 
and the Aldermen granted permission to lay 
that many additional tracks across Main-street.

Wednesday night attempted to carry them out. 
by laying tracks across the Erie Road ai G etty- 
avenue, in order to reach the new works of the 
Cooke Locomotive Company at South Paterson. 
The tracks were hastily laid up to the Erie 
tracks, but the Erie people were on the alert 
and quickly ran a locomotive to the point where 
it was desired to cross, and by keeping the en-: 
gine there prevented the other road from ac- 
complishing its plans. -Moreover, shortly after 
midnight the Erie Company had a gang of 
several hundred men on the spot, and laid three 
switches just where the other road desired to 
cross.

Cuicaco, June 20.—The “Soo” line has re- 
duced the rates on all rail traffic from the sea- 
board to St. Patil to the basis of 75 cénts, first- 
class, which is thé same raté in effect from the 
seaboard to Chicago.

When that is done, it is declared 
the “S800” will need no. urging to 
advance rates, the reduction by the rovwd being 
simpiy the natural eonsequence of the peeuliar 
conduct of the trunk lines in siding with the 
Lake Superior routés in the matter of through 
business,

THE QUESTION OF APPOINTING ASSES- 


SORS IN ELIZABETH. 

ELIZABETH, N. J., June 20.—The City Council 
of this place, together with the city authorities, 
are In a quandary over the question of appoint- 
ing Assessors to fill existing vacancies in the 
Board of Assessment and Revision of Taxes. 
When the city defaulted to its creditors in 1878 
a@ majority of the Assessors of Taxes resigned, in 
order to prevent the creditors who obtained 
judgments against the city for the amount of 
their claims from compelling these judgments 
to be inserted in the tax levy, which could only 
be done by having a majority of the Assessment 
Board in ofiice. This point has alwaya been 
carefully watehed by the elty authorities, and 
some time ago when a newly-elected Assessor 


qualifiea a uproar wag raised over his alleged 
treachery or indifference to the City’s interests. 

The board, when full, consista of eizht mem- 
bers, and as five of these resigned, the others 
could do nothing. The creditors only wante 
then to capture another Assessor in order to 
have the requisite majority of the board, but 
so far they have been unable to accomplish 
this. The few creditors who have held out 
against accepting the city’s terms of settlement 
are now rejoicing because they claim to have 
discovered a law which will compel the de- 
linquent Assessors either to take the oath of 
office or elae the Cit y Council will be forced to 
fill the vacancies, peremptory mandamus is- 
sued by the court has heen served on the Coun- 
oil at the instance of a creditor, James Moran, 
demanding the board to show cause why the 
Vacancies among the Assessors exist and wh 
his judgment for several thousand dollars shall 
not be inserted in the tax levy for the present 
year. 








PATRIOTIC ORDER SONS OF AMERICA. 

WASHINGTON, June 20.—At the session of the 
National Camp Patriotic Order Song of Amarica 
to-day the following officers were elected for 
two years: President—George P. Smith of Lili- 
nois; Vice President—Napoleon Underwood of 
Lonisiana; Master of Forms and Ceremonies— 
W. J. Stoner of Pennsylvania; vice, I. A. Hob- 
son; Secretary—Dr. F. W. Hendley of Ohio; 
Treasurer—A. B. Philips: of Colorado. Boston 
Was chosen as the next place of meeting, and 
the time of meeting changed from June to 
Octoher, so that the next session will be held in 
Octoner, 1890. 

At the afternoon session an address on the 
principles of the order was formulated. The 
address declares that there is ne room in this 
republican Government for any organization, 
under whatsoevar name, which advocates and 
practices murder and assassination, ‘‘and we

Heretofore the manufacture has been confined 
to Switzerland and Bavaria. The product is 
now being put to new uses, especially as a su- 
gar coating for pills, and as an element of food 
for invalids suffering from pulmonary con- 
sumption and diseases of the stomach. Lactine 
forms a 5-pér cent, constituent of crude milk 
and is @ peculiar white crystalline sugar ob- 
tained by evaporation from the whey and gub-

THE PAY OF PRISON EMPLOYES. 

ALBANY, June 20.—Superintendent of State 
Prisons Lathrop has asked Attorney General 
Tabor for an opinion relative to his powers 
under the prison Jaw, and that fixing the pay of 
laborers on public werks at $2 a day. Both of 
these acts became laws on the same day. The 
two-dollar-a-day billis numbered 380 and the 
the Prison bill 382. By the. former. bill every 
laborer employed on public works in the State 
shall be paid $2 a day for eight hours’ work. 
By the latter bill the Superintendent of Prisons 
is authorized to fix the salaries of guards and 
Keepers at not to exceed $65 a month for 


guards and $75 a month for keepers. As both 
guards and Keepers work twelve hours a day it 
i alr to know under which act they are 
te be p 
There are about twenty-two State prison em- 
ployes who will be affected by this decision, and 
there are as many, if not more, in the peniten- 
tiaries.

White grapes in most 
localities are settling for a full crop, and if 
nothing unfavorable happens from now till 
vintage time, we ought to produce from 20,000, - 

000 to 35,000,000 gallons of wine. The raisin

several thousand acres of vines in Los Angeles 

County by disease.. The State will probably 

produce 1,000, boxes.

ERR TEER OE INSETS LN TIS 


Prohibition has got the severest blow of 
all from Rhode Island, for there it was 
already “‘intrenched in the Constitution” 
by an amendment adopted only three years 
ago by a vote of 15,113 to 9,250. After 
the three years’ trial another amendment 
has been adopted annulling the first by the 
knock-down vote of 28,449 to 9,853, or 
5,468 more than the necessary three-fifths. 
Nearly three-fourths of all the votes cast 
were against prohibition, not as a new 
proposition, but after it had been tried in 
a State strongly in its favor only three 
years ago. Thisis the result of the prac- 
tical failure of the policy in actual opera- 
tion and the conviction of the people that 
it was doing serious harm to the cause of 
temperance and public crder. 











When Chief Justice SANDFORD of the 
Utah Supreme: Court was told by Attorney 
General MILLER that the President wanted 
his resignation he inquired whether he had 
been accused of misconduct or malversa- 
tion in office. In reply he was informed 
that there were on file in the department 
some complaints as to the manner in which 
he had discharged his ‘‘judicial duties,” but 
no further statement as to these complaints 
or charges was made, and with this reply 
came notice of his removal from the bench. 
Our Washington correspondent applied to 
Attorney General MILLER yesterday for 1n- 
formation as to these charges, and for per- 
mission to inspect and publish the papers 
in which they arerset forth. The Attorney 
General’s curious, brief, and somewhat in- 
coherent reply to the application is reported 
in our dispatches. He will say nothing 
about the charges, nor will he permit the 
papers to be inspected, All this may recall 
the impassioned speech of one BENJAMIN 
HARRISON in the Senate of the United 
States on March 26, 1886, in which he 
said: 

“Tdoliftupa hearty prayer that we may 
never have a President who will not either pur- 
sue, and compel his Cabinet advisers to pursue, 
the civil service policy pure and simple and 
upon a just basis, allowing men accused to be 
heard, and deciding against them only upon com- 
petent proof and fairly—either have that kind 
of a civil service, or, for Gop’s sake, let us have 
‘that other frank and bold, if brutal, method of 


turning men and women out simply for political 
opinions, Let us have one or the other.” 


It is not asserted that Chief Justice SAND- 
FORD was removed on account of his polit- 


ical opinions.

The Rochester Union and Advertiser seems 
to think it has discovered a glaring incon- 
sistency in THe TimeEs’s “condemnation of 
the Compulsory Education bill when it 
passed the Legislature in May and con- 
demnation of Gov.

Itis the one bright spot in 
the heavy gloom that this Administration 
has spread around it.

Nobody disputes that the opening of Ok 
lahoma was a scandal disgraceful to the 
American people. Most people were at first 
willing to believe that the shortcomings of 
the Administration with regard to it were 
due simply to the unprecedented nature of 
the occasion and should not be judged se- 
verely. This view is scarcely tenable any 
longer. The gist of the scandal is that Fed- 
eral office holders, appointed to keep the 
peace and see justice done between con- 
testing claimants, used their offices in order 
to enforce the claims they themselves put 
forward in deiiance alike of common justice 
and common decency. The evidence ac- 
cumulates that this is the fact, and that 
nearly all the Federal officials in the Terri- 
tory were members of a land-grabbing ring. 
Enough time has elapsed since the opening 
to enable the Administration to visit a cer- 
tain measure of justice upon the offenders 
by suspending them from the offices they 
have abused. Nothing whatever has been 
done, and the misconduct of these persons 
appears to meet with the complete approba- 
tion of their official superiors, who should 
share the odium of their corrupt and op- 
pressive proceedings. : 














THE BLAINE QUESTION, 


The situation of Mr. BLAINE in ‘the Har- 
rison Cabinet is becoming extremely in- 
teresting. There is no doubt that he entered 
it with the expectation and intention to 
maintain in it the same relative importance 
that he had assumed for himself during the 
canvass, and there is equally no doubt that 
he has grievously failed to doso. From the 
moment the scheme to spring him on thé 
convention and force his nomination by 
acclaim fell through—and it was only at 
the last moment that 1t did so—Mr. BLaInz 
laid his plans to be the President 
de facio if he could not be the 
President de jure. His conduct in the 
campaign was so insolent and presum- 
ing, he made himself so conspicuously 
the leader of the party, and Mr. HARRISON 
took it all so quietly, and to appearance so 
meekly, that it was generally inferred that 
there was an understanding between them, 
and that Mr. BLAINE would go on after the 
inauguration as he had done before the 
election. The choice of the Cabinet with 
himself as the only really strong man in it 
confirmed this inference, and the behavior 
of his friends for some time before and 
after the 4th of March still further strength- 
ened it. When the first foreign appoint- 
ments were made there was no reason to 
think that they were not Mr. BLAINE’S 
choice, though they were not from his most 
pronounced friends. , The’ selection of 
EcGan to go to Chili seemed to show that 
BLAINE had his way when he wanted it, 
and the acceptance of so bad an appointee 
and so good a “Blaine man” by the Presi- 
dent certainly looked as if Mr. HARRISON 
were under Mr: BLaine’s influence. 

But it is getting plainer every day that 
Mr. HARRISON, like the artful dame with 
her wearying saitor, has taken Mr. BLAINE 
‘to get rid of him,” and has measurably 
succeeded. The ‘“Plumed Knight” has 
been caged and confined so closely that his 
feathers are droeping, his spirit seems to be 
breaking, and his friends regard him 
| with amazement not unmingled with the 
germs of disgust. Mr. HARRISON is winning 
much praise for his shrewdness and capaéi- 
ty, though not for his candor. His quiet

NEW-YORE’S PAVEMENTS. 


The Board of Estimate and Apportion- 
ment yesterday gave some preliminary con- 
sideration to the question of repaving 
streets under the authority granted by act 
of the Legislature to expend for that pur- 
pose $1,000,000 a year for three years. It 
is for that board to determine what streets 
shall be repaved and what kind of, pave- 
ménts shall be used. The first of these 
questions will probably not be difficult to 
settle, so tar at least'ag the first year’s work 
is concerned. There is so much bad pave- 
ment in the city and so many streets 
need repaving that it might be somewhat 
embarrassing to decide exactly where the 
need is greatest, but a close discrimination 
in that respect is not necessary to begin 
with. It seems to be genera!ly admitted 
that down-town business streeis, where bad 
pavements interfere seriously with the ease 
and economy of surface traffic, should be 
attended to first. 

Commissioner GiLROY, in his report to 
the board on the kinds of pavement to be 
used, treated the subject very broadly. He 
would divide the streets with reference to 
paving into three classes—tirst, those used 
mainly for traffic; second, those used partly 
for business and partly for residence, and, 
third, those occupied chiefly by dwellings. 
On the first of these he would put the 
granite-block pavement, laid on concrete 
foundation, and bound together by gravel 


and pitch joints, and on the others either 


asphalt or a lighter stone material. The 
granite block pavement, of which that on 
Fifth-avenue is a fair specimen, is generally 
admitted to be the most serviceable for 
streets upon which there is continual heavy 
traffic, but in the lighter pavements for 
other thoroughfares there is much choice, 
and the matter requires careful study, with 
the aid of experts on’ tho subject. There 
have been great improvements in pave- 
ments in recent years, and the best material 
and the best method of laying it should be 
ascértained. The merits of the best asphalt 
pavement for residence streets and those 
used mainly for driving as distinguished 
from trucking are pretty well settled, but 
it is an expensive material, and where it is 
deemed best to use something else on 
grounds of economy, it should not be as- 
sumed that there is nothing but the old 
style of thing like the Belgian block so 
largely used in the past, with its abomina- 
bly rough surface and its propensity to get 
out of level. 

We have heard it suggested that brick 
makes an excellent pavement, and that it 
can be thrown over the street surface with 
an arch on the under: side that will sustain 
any weight and permit of excavation be- 
neath for subway purposes without dis- 
turbing the pavement itself. Openings at 
proper intervals for this purpose could be 
provided for, and the structure as a whole 
‘would be permanent, needing renewal only 
on the surface. This, as well as the treat- 
ment of stone with a view to securing a 
smooth surface and obviating the tendency 
to get uneven, is worth inquiring into. 
There are men with special knowledge on 
these matters who would be willing to give 
the public, through the Board of Estimate 
and Apportionment, the benefit of their in- 
formation.

A NEIGHBORS WANDERINGS. 


In the course of some remarks about Gov. 
Hiw’s recent vetoes, the Sun reminded its 
readers on Wednesday last that when the late 
Mr. TILDEN was elected Governor, “* The peo- 
ple ratified at the same time a constitutional 
amendment allowing the Governor to veto 
objectiorfable items of an appropriation bill 
while approving the measure as a whole.”

“‘ This idea has zot a considerable currency of 
late years, and has been adopted in various 
States. It belongs to that general outory 
against parliamentary self-government and in 
favor of autocracy and tyranny, which has be- 
come popular among certain superficial and 

‘unthinking people in this country. Mr. TUCKER,

contrary to Hberty and to democracy. The 
thanks of the country are due to him for over- 
throwing such a mistaken and pernicious no- 
tion.” 

And in August last, while commenting 
upon the assertion of another paper that 
Congress alone should be held responsible 
for ‘‘extravagant river and harbor legisla- 
tion” because it had “failed to give the 
President the power to veto single items in 
the bill,” the Sun said: 

“This will never do. It would be totally con- 
trary to democratic principles to give the 
President the power to deal with bills in such a 
manner. It would make him a dictator and 
subjugate the country to his will. This is not 
the purpose of the Constitution and it has 
never been the sentiment of the Democracy.” 


About five months later, in January last, 
the Sun turned again. It condescended to 
explain to an esteemed contemporary in 
Philadelphia that the President could be 
empowered to veto separate items in an ap- 
propriation bill only * by an amendment to 
the Constitution of the United States, sim- 
ilar in effect to the amendment of 1874 to 
the Constitution of this State,” and added 
the following opinion: 

“Buch power vested in the President of the 


United States would enable an honest Exeou- 
tive to block a great dealfof legislative jobbery.” 

This curious assortment of views concern- 
ing an important question would be incom- 
plete if it should not include the Sun’s 
appeal to ‘Congress when the bill for a 
constitutional amendment empowering the 
President to veto separate items was pend- 
ing. Under the head ‘* Don’t Forget to Pass 
It,” the Senate and the House were assured 
that if they should pass the bill they would 
‘‘perform one of the best acts of the ses- 
sion.” The Sun continued as follows: 

“There is a general feeling in favor of the 
measure, and there is time enough to carry it 
through before the adjournment. The most of 
the Legislatures assemble this Fall and next 
Winter, and they would undoubtedly ratify it. 

“In the hands of an upright and fearless Pres- 
ident such a veto power would cleanse appro- 
priation bills of much corruption and jobbery, 
and save the people millions of dollars an 
nually.” 

But when thé bill was reported to the 
House the proposition was denounced by 
the Sun, as we have shown, as belonging 
“to that general outcry against parlia- 
mentary self-government and in favor of 
autocracy and tyranny, which \ has become 
popular among certain superficial and un- 
thinking people in this country,” and as 
something ‘contrary to liberty and to de- 
mocracy.”” The Sun thereby confessed to its 
readers that it had been teaching them the 
doctrines of tyranny and of the ** superti- 
cial ana unthinking.” And now itis advo- 
cating again this ‘‘mistaken and pernicious 
notion.” 

These vagaries are among the curious 
symptoms of that deplorable paresis which 
in its early stages was called Butierism. 








FRENCH. POLITICS. 


It is even truer of France than of Eng- 
land that the drift of public opinion cannot 
be accurately discerned until it is anthen- 
tically manifested. In thiscountry general 
elections have few surprises. The “tidal 
wave” of 1874, by which the Democrats 
_were admitted to an important share in the 
government of the country marked the last 
occasion on which cool-headed and well-in- 
formed political observers were completely 
baffied. They had not allowed for the 
strength of “winds under ground and wa- 
ters forcing way.” Ofcourse the result of 
an election so close and doubtful as that of 
1876, of 1884, or 1888 could not be fere- 
teld. With regard to the former two it 
could be foretold and was foretold that 
they would be close and doubtfal. The last 
election was particularly puzzling because 
@® new issue was interjected into it, the 
effect of which could be as little foreseen 
by the experienced as by the inexperi- 
enced. The question was whether “the 
tariff scare would work,” and that question 
nobody had any data for answering. The

A main difference be- 
twéen the United States and both England 
and France is that we have no political 
centre like London or Paris, Every part 
of the country has its own opinion and its 
Own organs of opinion.. The mistakes of 
political prophets in England and France 
arise very largely from their attributing 


too much importance to London and Paris. 


respectively. Mr. GLADSTONE’s victory in 
1880 was entirely unexpected to those who 
founded their expectations on the expres- 
sions of the London press, which in turn 
reflected the opinion of the London clubs. 
Paris is even more the intellectual capital 
of France than London is of Great Britain, 
for wherever English opinion has accred- 
ited organs in provincial. towns there is no 
organ of French opinion outside of Paris 
of which foreigners take the least account 
or of which Frenchmen appear to take ac- 
count. The first success of BOULANGER in 
the departments was received even by his 
adherents in Paris with incredulous aston- 
ishment, and this feeling has often been 
évoked since by the incidents of his strange 
career, 

It is this fact that gives the interest of 
uncertainty to the general elections of 
September. If we were to judge by the 
Parisian press or even by the National 
Legislature we should say without hesita- 
tion that Boulangism was dead; but, then, 
at each of its previous stages, or certainly 
ateach of its early stages, we should have 
had the same authority for saying that it 
had never been alive. We really have no 
means of knowing whether in the breasts 
of the real Boulangists Boulangism has 
survived.the exposures and disgraces of its 
hero, and we shall have no such authentic 
material for judgment until the general 
elections have been held. Te foreigners 
and to educated Frenchmen it seems clear 
that attachment to the fortunes of Bou- 
LANGER is ineompatible with attachment 
to the republic, and yet we know 
that there have been hundreds of thousands 
of Frenchmen who are at once sincere Re- 
publicans and fanatical Boulangists. If 
they continue to occupy that untenable 
position the result of the general elections 
may be the bringing back in trinmph of 
the exiled and draggle-tailed hero. The 
insincere support of BOULANGER, which 
proceeds simply from a sincere aversion to 
the republic, is a constant quantity in 
French politics. Royalists and reaction- 
aries of all kinds will be Boulangists so 
long as BOULANGER remains the most con- 
venient rallying peint for the opposition to 
the republic. But his usefulness for this 
ultimately upon the 
strength of Boulangism as a positive polit- 
ical force, and how great this now is we 
shall have no trustworthy means of ascer- 
taining until.the general elections have 
actually been held.

GARDNER R. COLBY. 

Gardner R. Colby, one of the best-known 
merchants in this city, died suddenly of heart 
disease on a train near Modmouth Beach yes- 
terday afternoon, whileon his way to his Sum- 
mer home ar the peach. He was born in Bos- 


‘ton in 1835 and was the gon of Gardner 
Colby, a prominent merchant and maanfacturer. 


of that city who also founded the Colby Insti- 
tute in Maine. 

Mr. Colby came to New-York about twenty- 
tive years ago as his father’s agent here. Several 
years later he entered into business for himself, 
and was one of the founders of the firm of 
Slade & Colby, which was later on succeeded 
by the tirm of Harding, Coiby & Co. The last- 
named firm had a very extensive woolen trade, 
controlling a business of several millions of dol- 
lars annually. It did an extensive business for 
the Washington Mills until the failure of that 
establishment. 

Mr. Colby was a thorough merchant and had 
such a practical Knowledge of mercantile af- 
fairs that he was often elected, to preside at 
business meetings of mérchants and other 
tinancial men. He was the Presidentof the 
Ninth National Bank, a Director of the Dela- 
ware and Lackawanna Railroad, and was con- 
nected with various public and charitable in- 
atitutions. He was a member of the Baptist 
Society and deacon of the Baptist churcna at 
Orange. In Summer he usually lived at Mon- 
mouth Beach.

THE REV. JOHN CARROLL. 

The Rev. Father John Carroll, the oldest 
priest in holy orders in the United States, and 
probably in the world, died yesterday morning 
at Mercy Hospital, in Chicago, where he had 
been for the last five years. He was born 
June 30, 1796. He was ordained to the priest- 
hood June 29, 1819. 

Father Carroll was born ip Queens County, 
Ireland. He was educated by his uacle, the 


Right Rev. Dr. Bourke, afterward Bishop of 
Halifax. After years of labor in that diocese 
he was appointed its Vicar General, and :n 1869, 
at tbe invitation of Bishop Foley, he took up 
his permanent residence in Chicago. He was 
active in the prosecution of his parochial and 
missionary work until the latter part of last 
year, and the celebration of a mass between the 
festivais of Christmas and New Year’s Day 
closed his extraordinary record as a priest at 
the alfar. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 


Gen. A. C. Myers, late Quartermaster General of 
the Confederate Army, died at his residence in 
Washington yesterday. He was a native of South 
Carvlina, graduated at West Point in 1833, served 
in the Fourth United states Infantry uutil Novem- 
ber, 1839, when he was promvuted to a Captaincy in 
the Quartermaster’s Department.

JOnNSTOWN, June 20.—Sixteen bodies were. 


found to-day, and many of them, on account of 
the advanced stage of decomposition, were 
promptly buried after being completely cov- 
ered with oil. The stench. is becoming dally 
more unbdearable. A case of diphtheria de- 


veloped to-day. The victim is now at the Red 


Cross Hospital. No other serious cases were 
reported to-day. The Woman’s Christian Tem- 
perance Union was to-day privilegea to open 
coffee stands for the purpose of supplying hot 
coffee free to the laboring men. 

The first clear day here simce the awful 
calamity found work among the ruins prac- 
tioally suspended, and capital and labor 
matched in a bitter and threatening contest. 
The quiet, subdued feeling which has prevailed 
since the flood is giving way to one of unrest, 
discord, and danger. 

The strike among the laboring men here was 
fairly on this morning, and there were not 
1,000 men at work. Those employed Dy Mc 
Knight, the Pittsburg contractor, were idle, 
and the dissatisfaction and discord was spread. 
ing to the other workmen. Overbearing esos 
and short rations, for which the men are made 
to pay liberally, were the grievances. The mil- 
itary were on active duty this morning; and a 
local company of the Fifth Regiment was or 
dered out. 

A largely-attended meeting of the strikers 
was held in the open square this morning and 
the grievances were freely discussed. A com- 
mittee was ig pony to confer with those men 
at work and find out the exact numberof men 
in sympathy with the strike. Three carloads 
of Italians arrived this morning from the East, 
but a committee of the striking Italians met 
them at the station and persuaded them not to 
leave the train until the labor trouble was set- 
tled. Their cars were side-tracked and they 
were fed by the strikers. 2 

The strikers’ committee reported at a meeting 
held an hour after the first one that all the 
foreign workmen had quit work, while only the 
lecal men were still at work. 

As yet there has been no open outbreak, but 
repeated breaches of the peace happened during 
the day, and to-night a free fight oceurred, in 
which Joseph Trunzer of Lawrenceville was ae- 
saulted, and probably fatally hurt, by Tom 
Colliers of Philadelphia. All the idle men whe 
can get intoxicated are drinking, and to-night 
the militia are resting nervously upon theiz 
arms, and the thousands of fires are throwing a 
flickering light. over a good-sized army of la- 
borers tilled with a desire to mutiny. 

It has been announced to-night that the strike 
which began this morning has been declared 
off, and that a thousand or more men have been 
paid and discharged, but the discharged men 
have as yet refused to abandon the place, and 
the authorities have announced that all iders 
must leave early in the morning, else the 
militia will be called upon to drive them away. 
In suchan event serious trouble is expected. 
New men are coming 1n on every train. All the 
contractors have in the future to furnish 
their men with better rations. ; 

The gang of leaders among the strikers will 
probably be quietly taken out of town to-night 
with a view of disorganizing and leaving the 
striking laborers without heads. This move is 
creating no little confusion. 

Dr. Foster to-day started a subseription for a 
monument to the unknown dead. He proposes 
to have the monument erected on a high emi 
nence near Prospect Hill and overlooking the 
unfortunate town. 

A train consisting of nineteen freight cars 
loaded with provisions of all kinds, arrived ix 
Johnstown to-day from Caldron, Neb. Among 
other thiags thecars contained horses and carts, 
while the roofs of the cars were full of citizens 
of the town who have tendered their services 
to Gen. Hastings.

A BENEFIT SOCIETY IN TROUBLE. 

ALBANY, June 20.—Superintendent of Insur 
ance Maxwell to-day reported to the Attorney 
General for action the Mutual Benefit Society 
of New-York ‘and submitted the report of-Chief 
Examiner Horan. During the first four years 
of the existence of this society, says the re- 
port, its members were divided into 
two classes, those between the ages of 
eighteen and fifty-three, and those from 
fifty-three to sixty-five. In 1886 anew class 
was formed, called the Temperance Section, or 
Class 3. The condition of Class 1 is now very 
bad. Its membership is fast falling off. The 
unpaid death losses ataount to $72,231 34. Of 
these are seven resisted claims amounting to 
$42,500. The officers think they can settle the 
resisted claims for about 22 per cent. 

Class 2 is also net in a healthy condition. 
Its membership increases very slowly. The 
unpaid death losses amount to $51,800, of 
which three are resisted claims for $25,000. 
These claims the officers think they can settle 
for $5,000. In Class 3 there is a balance of 
$9,690 30 on hand, ané this is held as a reserve 
fund. The present condition of this class is 
quite satisfactery.

SCAMPS TO JUSTICE.

To the Hon. John 2, Fellows, District Attorney of 
New-York County : 

Sir: On the 234 of January last we laia be- 
fore you evidence of bribery of voters by 
Charles Smith, then sitting as member of the 
State Assembly for the Eighth District of this 
city; by Christian Goetz, Alderman for the 
Etghth District, and by Charlea Jackson, Ea- 
ward Butler, Morris Isaacs, and Samuel Cole- 
man. 

After a delay of two months, during which 
we continually urged upon you the importance 
of prompt action in these cases, indictments 
were found on the 25th of March. 

For nearly three months since that time we 
have orally and by letter been in almost con- 
stant communication with you. At heavy ex- 
pense:to ourselves we have preserved the evi- 
dence for your use. We have offered to provide 


you with the aid of eminent counsel if the 
prosecution of minor offenses left you no time 
to deal with the crime of bribery. 

We have no reason to suppose that these wen 
are pow any nearer being brought to justice 
than they were five months ago. Nothing could 
have been better calculated than suoh a delay 
to give hope to the accused, and to afford them 


azainst them by the fabrication of testimony 


nesses for the prosecution. For this reason 
alone the need of bringing these cases promptly 
to trial must have been plain to you,: while the 
‘nature of the crime should have furnished a 
‘further and controlling motive for speedy ac- 
tion on your part. 

In contrast with your policy of obstructive 
delay in this the first attempt made in this 
county for years to punish the bribery of voters 
is the feverish haste with which you have pros- 
ecuted and punished a crime of no public im- 
‘portance, involving an attaek upon your char- 
acter. Frank Templeman, accused of trying to 
induce a man to swear that you were to share 
the pay to be received from-the county by a 


© your office, was arrested upon a benon war- 
rant on the 21st of May last. When the prisoner

IMPORTANT POINTS IN THE TREATY 
JUST PROMULGATED. — - 

Tne Tres of Friday, June 7, announced the 

Yatification of an important treaty between | 

Mexico and Japan,and gave a very domplete 

summary of the principal features of the con- 

vention, which is the first negotti 


ated by a 
Western power in which the autonomy of Japan 
is fully recognized. Under it the Republic of 
Mexico gains great advantages in the Mikado’s 
empire, and it is expected that it will prove an 
opening wedge for the negotiation of a similar 
treaty between the United States and Japan. 
The Mexican Government..has now officially 
promulgated the treaty, and the Herald of yes- 
terday prints the document in‘fuall, The more 
important sections, commercially considered, 
are the following: 
ARTICLE III, There shall 4 bereere the terri- 


gation. The citizens and subjects 


respectively 

each of the contracting parties shall have the right 
to come freely and securely with their ships and 
carqoes to all places and ports oa thé territories 
and possessions of the other where citizens or sub- 
jects of the most favored nations are permittedso to 
come. They may remain and reside at all the 
places or ports where citizens and subjects of the 
most favored nations gre permitted to remain and 
reside, and they may there hire and’ occupy houses 
and warehouses, and they may there trade by 
wholesale or retail in all kinds of products, manu. 
factures, and merchandise of lawful commerce. 

ART. 1V. His Majesty the Emperor of Japan, 
considoration of the several stipulations ined 
in this treaty, hereby grants to Mexican zens 
resorting to Japan apart from and in addition to 
the privileges extended to such citizens by the last 
preceding article of this treaty, the privileges of 
coming, remaining, and, residing in all 
territories and possessions; of there hirin 
canyins houses and be mia of thete trading 
by wholesale and retail. in all kinds of products, 
manufactures, and merchandise of lawful com- 
merce, and finally, of there engaging in and pursu- 
ing all other Jawful occupations. 

BT, The two contracting parties hereby 
agree that any favor, privilege, or 1mmunity what- 
ever in matters relating to commerce, navigation, 
travel through, or residence in their territories or 
possessions which either contracting party has 
actually granted or may hereafter grant to the citi- 
zene or subjects of any other State shall be extend- 
ed to the citizens or snbjects of the other contract. 
ing party gratuitously, if the concession in favor of 
that other State shall have been tous, and on 
the same or equivalent conditions if the concession 
shall have been conditional. 

ART. VI. No other or higher duties. or charges 
on account of tonnage, tight or harbor dues, pilot- 
age, quarantine, beat in case of damage, or any 
other local charges, shall be imposed in any of the 

ortsof the United Mexican Svates on veesels of 

apan or in any of the ports of Japan on Mexican 
vessels there are or may hereafter be payable in hike 
cases in the same ports on vessels of the most 
favored nation. 

ART. VII. No other higher duties shail be imposed 
on the importation into the United Mexican States 
of auy article the growth, product, or manufacture 
of Japan, and reciprocally no other or higher duties 
shall be imposed on the importation into Japan of 
any articles the growth, prodact. or manufacture of 
the United Mexican States than are or shall be pay- 
abie on the importation of like articles the growth, 
product, or manufacture of any other foreign 
country. Nor shall any other or higher duties 
or charges be impesed in the territories or posses- 
sions of either of the two contracting parties on the 
exportation of any article to the territory or ses- 
sions of the other than such as are or may be pay- 
able on the exportation of the like article to 
any other foreigu country.

ART. VIII. Japanese subjects as weil as vessels 
resorting to Mexico or to the territorial waters 
thereof, shall, as long as they remain there, be sub- 
ject to the laws of the United Mexican States and 
to the jurisdiction of the Mexican courts, and in 
the same manner citizens of the United Mexican 
States or Mexican vessels resorting to Japan and 
to her territorial waters shall be sublect to the laws 
of Japan and to the jurisdiction of the Imperial 
Majesty’s Court.

NOL YELLOW FEVER. 


A GROWING BELIEF THAT DR. DUNCAN 
HAS: BILIOUS REMITTENT FEVER. 

All the medical authorities who have in any 
way been connected with the alleged yellow 
fever cases from the steamer Colon, except the 
Brooklyn Board of Health, have arrived at the 
conclusion that the cases of Dr. Duncan and 
Miss Calderon were not yellow fever, but per- 
nicious bdilious remittent fever. The young 
lady, who was removed from the Windsor Hotel 
to a residence in West Forty-eighth-street, died 
of the disease. She had been attended by Dr. 
Arango and, Prof. E. G. Janeway, and they re- 
ported to the Health Department that she died 
of bilious remittent fever. Dr. Cyrus Edson, 
who personally investigated the case, agreed 
with them in their diagnosis. Dr. Edson said 
there had been no yellow fever in the city, and 
consequently there was no danger 0: contagion 
from it. 

The Deputy Health Officer at Swinburne Is!- 
and said to a TIMES reporter that he bad every 
reason to believe that Dr. Duncan had not con- 
tracted yellow fever, but that he was ailing 
from bilious remittent fever. There had been 
a@ great remission in his fever, and during the 
afternoen he sat up and wrote letters to his 
friendsin Brooklyu. The Health Officer ox- 
peoted to be able to discharge his patient with- 
in two days. 

Some of the members of the Brooklyn Health 
Board began to waver yesterday in their opin- 
ions of Dr. Duncan’s ailment and were not s0 
ready to maintain that it Was yellow fever. In 
the meantime Dr. Bogert is kept a prisoner in 
Capt. Thompson’s house, together with the Cap- 
tain and all his family, much to their disgust 
and against their protest. There is a warrant 
out.also for Dr. ee arrest.as soon as the 
Brooklyn health authorities think he may be ar- 
raigned without danger of contagion. There the 
matter hangs at present, but whon Dr. Bogert 
gets his liberty he is liable to have something to 
say about the case and it and his treatment by 
the Board of Health. 

Health Officer Smith reported tothe Health 
Department yesterday that the Colon had been 
properly fumigated and disinfected, Sne sailed 
yesterday for Aspinwall.

A COMMITTEE OF EMINENT DOCTORS 
MAKE A STARTLING, REPORT. 

At the meeting of the New-York Academy of 
Medicine last evening an interesting report 
relative to the impurity of the drinking water 
of this city was made by Dr. John C. Peters, 
who; with Dr. Abraham Jacobi and Dr. Simon 
Baruch, constitute the special committee of the 
academy charged with the promotion of meas- 
ures requisite to the cleansing of the Croton 
water shed from the impurities which now 
pollute it. ‘ 

Dr. Peters reviewed the long agitation of this 
subject by the academy, which had resulted in 
& thorough investigation of the Croton water- 
shed by the State Board of Health, which, by 
its executive officer and Secretary, Dr. Lewis 
Balch of Albany, afew weeks ago had made an 
exhaustive report of the impurities, accompan- 
ied by a map, positively startling in its expos- 
ures. Dr. Peters said that, the existence of the 
pollutions of the drinking water of this city 
having been established by the investigations 
of the State Board of Heaith, the next thing 


was to procure their removal. He and his as- 
sociates accordingly began’ by writing this let- 
ter to Commissioner of Public Works Gilroy: 


Thomas F. Gilroy, Esq., Commissioner of Public 
Works: 


DEAR SIR: At a regular meeting of the New-York 
Academy of Medicine held on June 6, 1889, the un- 
dersigned were appointed a committee with power 
to earnestly petition all persons in authority to aid 
in enforcing the rules and ene onan A adopt- 
ed by the State Board of H bh for restoring and 
maintaining the purity of our drinking water. 

We have been referred to section 357 ef the New- 
York City Consolidation act of 1882, by which 16 
seems the Department of Public Works is specific. 
ally charged with the preservation of all waters from 
which a water supply is drawn by this oity, and 
with the conservation of the banks of the Croton, 
River and its tributaries from injury and nuisances, 
and with the execution of such measures as may be 
necessary to preserve and increase the quantity of 
water and keep it pure. 

The age of Sanitary Inspector Lucas of the 
New-York City Board of Health in 1884 showed 
that 1,874 more or less easily preventable nui- 
sances had pe allowed to arise. The report of the 
State Board of Health proves that these had in- 
to 2,843 in 1884. As many new Summer 
resorts are being developed on almost all of the 
beautiful lakes and on many of the streams which 
xo to make the Croton Hiver, and as thriving vil- 
jages are arising almost Ath: he gn along the 
three railroads which traverse that region, it is to 
be supposed that these nuisances will increase still 
moe rapidly in the near future. 

These abominations consist largely of outdoor 
j mbohde~ and indoor water closets, which empty 

irectly into our drinking water; of the sewage of 
whole villages and towns, and of large hotels and 
{startin 8 houses, and of the drainage from many 
barnyards, stables, pig-stys, factories, and ei¢hty- 
three cemeteries. It would be baa enough if these™ 
filty things all came from healthy men and animals, 
but some of them ¢ome from aick men and animals. 

Previous Departments ot Public Works seem to 
\ have been entirely unconscious of their responsibil. 

ities and duties in these matters. 

We pray that you willtake prompt and decisive 
action abeut them.

Mr. Gilroy had replied to this letter, Dr. 
Peters said, by saying in effect that his depart- 
ment must act under the State and local Boards 
of Heaith. Thereupon he had written to Dr. 
Baloch, and Dr. Baloh had maintained that the 
Department of Public Works was the authority 
to remove the pollutions. After investigation 
he and his aegsociates on the committee were 
satisfied that by the provisions of Sections 315 
and 357 of the Consolidation act this was so, 
and their efforts would be directed to making 
Mr. Gilroy appreciate that fact and act thereon. 

No more important subject could enlist the 
energies of the members of the Academy of 
Medicine relating, as it did, to the lives of a 
million and a half of people who must use the 
Water every day and whose heaith was endan- 
gered unless it was kept pure. 

The next meeting of the Academy will take 
place Oct. 3. Between then ana now, Dr. 
Peters and his associates were directed to keep 
at Mr. Gilroy and endeavor to get him to act. 

Mr. H. Robertson, the architect, explainea 
the plans of the academy’s new building which 
is to be erected on Forty-third Street, between 
Fifth and Sixth avenues, at a cost of nearly 
$500,000. It will be ready for occupancy in 
about a year. ‘ 


OREWS ON JHE THAMES. 


GOSSIP ABOUT THE CHANCES DURING 
THE COLLEGE RACE WEEK. 

GALE’S FERRY, Conn., June 20.—Just what 
the college crews will do to celebrate their 
victories on the Thames is a matter of doubt, 
as the Mayor of New-London has issued an 
edict, forbidding the discharge of all fireworks 
in the city before the Fourth of July. In spite 
of this order, however, it is more than likely 
that red and blue fires will burn freely on the 
night following the Yale-Harvard race, eight 
days hence. 

All the crews on the river are doing the hard- 
est kind of hard work, and there is shell-rowing 
enough on the Thames to satisfy the greatest 
lover of the sport. The Harvard Freshmen 
went out first this morning and dashe d up past 
the quarters of the Columpia Freshmen, who 
were soon in their boat. The New-York boys 
will have all they can do to cope with the crew 
trom Cambridge. 

Interest in all the other races, however, pales 
in comparison with that taken in the Yale- 
Harvard contest. The Harvard’ varsity are on the 
water almost constantly, and almost as constant- 
iy are they under the instruction of the field 
glasses of “Bob” Cook, Yale’s veteran coach. 
The Harvard men are a splendid lot, brawny 
and becfy. They are pulling a olear, telling 
stroke of thirty-two to the minute, and their 
boat fairly flies through the water. There is 
no hang and no crab-catching. The men, how- 
ever, are doing no exhibition work. It is sel- 
dom that they let themselves out for a longer 
distance than half a mile, except when itis so 
dark that their movements cannot be readily 
followed. There is considerable ¢raftiness 
about this practice of the college oarsmen after 
all. Neither sideis giving the other any undue 
advantage. Harvard will unquestionably have 
an advantage in watching Yale’s work to-morrow 
in her tussie with the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. 

Yale’s crew is doing a good thirty-three 
stroke. Their work has improved decidedly 
since they came to the river. Noone can pre- 
dict with any certainty the outcor.e of the race 
with Harvard. The indications are that it will 
be one of the closest ever rowed on the river. 
rhe Yale men take long pulls and have made 
some excellent time, 

The chances for the University of Pennsyl- 
vania do not seem to be flattering. The crew 
do ragzed work still and do not seem to be in 
good form. It is the general opinion that if 
Yale cannot beat them easily the blue will 
stand a very poor show with the crimson, 

The Columbia crews are both enjoying them- 
selves greatly on the river. They are very pop- 
ular, both with New-Londoners and with, Gale’s 
ferry Lpoay os 

It has been decided that Yale will have the 
west course in the big race and that Harvard 
will have the east, or “eel zrass’”’ side. Wheth- 
er this will prove a disadvantage for Marvard 
remains to be seen.

THE CORNERSTONE LAID AT HUNT'S 
POINT YESTERDAY. 

With great pomp and ceremony the corner- 
stone of the new Corpus Christi Monastery was 
laid at Hunt’s Point’ yesterday. The edifice, 
when completed, is to be occupied by the 
Dominican nuns. This order, vowed to per- 
vetual adoration of the blessed sacrament, is 
comparatively new in America, coming from 
QOullins, near Lyons, France, in» 1880, and 
establishing itself at Newark. So numerous 
have been the acquisitions to the ranks of the 
novices that at the special request of his Grace, 
Archbishop Corrigan, it was decided te erecta 
monastery near New-York. A magnificent site 
of sixty-six city Jots at Hunt’s Point was 
chosen, near the shore, on the corner of 
Lafayette road and Baretto-street. Eleven of 
the nuns from the Newark monastery are 
already domiciled in the old Bryan mansion, 
where they will remain, through the courtesy 


of its owner, ex-Park Commissioner John D. 
Crimmins, until the new monastery 1s finished. 
The money—over $170,000—has already been 
contributed. Mr, Crimmins gave $25,000, with 
which a beautiful little Gothic chapel is to be 
bulit as a memorial to his wife. 

The monastery proper will be but two stories 
high, with a steep slate roof, and the novitiate, 
which forms the rear portion, only one story 
high. The buildings will have a frontage of 170 
feet and adepth of 285 feet. The buildings will 
resemble the old French and Italian mon- 
asteries of the Middle Ages, builtin the Gothic 
style of Monson granite. The cloister garden 
will be 64 by 100 feet, around which the build- 
ings wili be grouped. Througn the beneficence 
ot a wealthy Washington lady the interior dec- 
orations of the chapel will be the finest that can 
be at 7 

Fally 1,500 people went to Hunt's Point to 
witness the laying of the cornerstone. The 
church was represented by over one hundred of 
its clergy, among whom were Archbishop Cav- 
vecchioni, a high ecclesiastic of Rome, who for 
five years past has been sone. special work in 
the South American States, Archbishop Corri- 
gan, Bishop Conroy, Fathers McMahon, 
McClosky, Mulhern, and Lavelle of 8t. Patrick’s 
Cathedral, Father Lilly of St. Vincent’s, Father 
Brophy of the Sacred Heart, Father Camp- 
bell of the Society of Jesus, Mer. Preston, 
Father Scully of 8t. Joun’s College, Brother 
Leontine, rector of the Catholic Protectory, and 
the Rev. Dr. McDonald. The chorister boys 
from the cathedral were present,j;and over two 
hundred members of the Holy Name Society. 
Among the prominent laymen were ex-Commis- 
sioner of Charities Brennan, ex-Commissioner 
of Streets Coleman, ex-Cummissioner of Parks 
Crimmins, and Mr. James J. Traynor. 

The ceremonies were very impressive. In 
their ecclesiastical robes the clergy gathered 
around the stone, the cathedral choristers in the 
rear. ‘The reguiar ritual service was gous 
through with, Archbishop Cavvecchioni ofttci- 
ating. After the stone had been biessed the 
Archbishop, accompanied by four acolytes 
swinging censers, slowly walked around the 
site of the new buildings, sprinkling the ground 
with holy water. After this Archbishop Corri- 
gan made an address. The ceremonies closed 
with a Corpus Christi procession. As the pro- 
cession moved toward a temporary altar which 
had been put over the site of the new chapel 
everybody knelt and remained Kneeling until 
the adoration of the blessed sacrament had 
been celebrated.

ERHARDT WANTS LIGHT 


a 
HE FINDS SOME ABUSES IN 
THE CUSTOM HOUSE. ' 
A LEAK IN CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINING 
BOARD-—-UNNECESSARY VISITS OF IN-~ 
SPECTORS—IMPROPER ASSIGNMENTS. 


Collector Erhardt has written some letters 
which have shaken things up in the Custonf 
House. One of his letters hints rather broadly 
at an infraction of the civil service rules. The 
law provides that when the Collector has a 
place to fill in the classified service he enall 
make a requisition on the Examining Bosrd, 
and the Secretary of that board” must send*him 
the three highest names on the list of eligibles. 
One of these three names he may select, and it 
often becomes a very important matter. for the 
politician who is baeking an applicant to find 
out when his man’s name is sent to the Col- 
lector. Such knowledge enables him to go at 
once to the Collector and urge the appointment. 
This makes things very unpleasant for the Col 
lector, and giving publicity to the names sent to 
him in response to the requisition is a matter 
that 1s not sanctioned by civil service law. 

Since,Mr. Erhardt assumed contro] of the 
Collector’a office his life has not been as 
merry a one as might be supposed. Kepub- 
lican politicians, those igh up, and those 
low down, and thoss who are neither up 
nor down, have been urging the claims of 
their favorites for places. A few days ago the 
Collector had occasion to appoint a night in- 
spector. He made the usual requisition on the 
Examining Board, and the three names were 
sent to him. It annoyed him very much when 
two politicians who are interested in two of 
the three candidates named called on him and 
urged the appointment of their man. Yester- 
day he sent this letter to Theodore Babcook, 
Acting Secretary of the local Civil Service x- 
amining Board. . 

* On the 28th ult, I sent a requisition to you for a 
certification from the eligible: list for the office of 
night inspector. On the same day you transmitted 
to me such a certification, containing three. names. 
The fact that such names had been vertified to me 
must have been made public, as friends of two of 
the persons so certified have called on me to inter- 
cede for the selection by me of the particular per- 
son each was interestedin. This, in my opinion, 
taints the whole certification, and I thereiore re- 
turn the papers.” 

Who leaked? is the question that is now be- 
ing asked 1n the Custom House. 

The Collector struck a pretty strong blow at 
another abuse in the following to Hans 8. 
Beattie, Surveyor ef the Port: 

“The attention of the Collector having been called 
to the fact that some inspectors of customs, after 
examining the baggage of incoming passengers, 
have visited them at their residences, at the hotels. 
or at their offices, he desires that they be instructed 
that this practice must cease. There can be nd 
honesty of purpose in such a visit. If any suse- 
‘picion exists that a re-examination of such baggage 
or effects should be made, the inspector will obtain 
permission so to do from the Collector or Surveyor. 
Any such visit by an_ inspector without such au- 
thority as above stated will result in his summary 
dismissal.” 

The object of the visits of the inspectors 
spoken of by the Cellector is, of course, under- 
Blood te be the acceptance of some sort of a 
recompense for: favors rendered the incoming 
passenger. Some of these favore are not of the 
sort that indicate the rigid entorcement of cus- 
tom regulations. 

The Depaty Collectors also came in for a 
share of attention from their chief yesterday. 
The Collector instructed them to prepare a list 
of clerks or other employes in ‘their division 
who are assigned for duty otherthan that for 
which they were appointec. For instance, 
there are clerks whose ‘appointments are to 
positions worth $1,000, but who are assicned to 
do the work of fourteen-hundred-dollar. or six- 
teeu-hundred-dollar clerks. Then there are 
high-priced clerks assigned to positions that 
shoald be filled by lower-priced clerks. The 
Collector wants to have this sort of thing reg- - 
ulated, and hence his instructions, ‘ 

Survey or Beattie has asked that he be relieved 
from further duty on Jute 27, when his commis- 
sion expires. He does 1ot want fo continue in 
ottice atter that date. Itis a matter of doubt, 
however, whether he will be relieved, for it is 
geueraliy understood that the complications 
over his successor will not permit of the latter’s 
2 egccig so soon. The friends of Theodore 
k. Willis, Stephen B. French, James 8. Smart, 
and John Wesley Jacobus are urging these gen- 
tlemen for the position. The gossip of the Cus- 
tom House is to the effect that Willis is not to 
be appointed, although his chances were thought 
very zood at one time. Thata dark horse las 
been groomed and harnessed by Tom Piatt for 
the position is an opinion that may turn out to 
be well founded. 





JOHN GILBERI’S ANCESTORS. 

A near relative of the late John Gilbert writes 
to the Boston Post as follows: “Mr. Gilbert's 
maternal grandfather was a well-known and 
well-to-do man of the. last century, living ina 
tandsome house, with largeigarden, in what was 
then the court end of the town—the North End. 
‘rhere must be many people in Boston who re- 


member the quaint old store opposite the Old * 


South kept by hie uncles, Tom and Tim Atkins. 
His father, Johv Gitbert, was the eldest son of 
John Gilbert and Mary Belknap of Atkinson, 
N. H. This Jonn was an Englishman, with no 


relatives in this country. Both father and 
grandfather died young. Mary Belknap was 
a duughter of Lieut. Ezekiel Belknap of Haver- 
hill, Mass., who was an officer in the army of 
our Revolution, and was at the surrender of 
Burgoyne in 1777, and also fought in the battle 
of Bunker—or Breed’s—Hill, as he always called 
it when he fought his battles over. again for his 
children and grandchildren. His family were 
renowned for their longevity, his mother living 
to the age of 106, a brother to 101, and his four 
sisters are Mentioned in the memoirs of the 
‘American Academy’ as each exceeding the age 
of 100. I myself saw a pair of stockings knitted 
by oue of these sisters at the age of 105. Lieut. 
Ezekiel Belknap died in 1836, in his one hun- 
dared and first year.” 





RECORDER SMYTH LOSES HIS PATIENCE. 

George Gehe, a juror in Part II. of the Court 
of General Sessions, was summarily discharged 
yesterday by Recorder Smyth. A colored wo- 
man was on trial for stabbing a man, and, al- 
though the welght of testimony was strong 
against the defendant, Gehe refused to be con- 
vinced. He raised so many objections to the 
arguments of the other jurors that after they 


had been consulting for over an hour they re- 
turned to court. The foreman said that Mr. 
Gehe needed some instructions from the court. 
Recorder Smyth endeavored te explain the 
evidence to Gehe, who, however, entered into a 
virtual cross-examination of the court. At 
length the Recorder’s patience was exhausted, 
and he exclaimed: ‘*Gentlemen, it is not fair to 
keep you together any longer. As for you, Sir, 
you are not fit to serve on a jury, and [ dis- 
charge you from further attendance. You are 
the kind of person who, if yousaw a man shot, 
would not be convinced of the shooting unless 
de could see the buliet entering the victim’s 
ody.’ 





SEVERELY BITTEN BY A BULLDOG. 
Abraham Rosenberg, a young brassfounder of 
77 Suffolk-street, is at Gouverneur Hospital, 
suffering from painful wounds inflicted by a 
vicious bulldog. Rosenberg, who had been out 
of work for some time, found employment ina 
brass foundry at Morris-avenue and One Hun- 
dred and Fifty-sixth-street, where he was glad 
to work for less wages than the other men. On 
Monday a workman sent him to the toolroom 
Yor some tools, but neglected to warn him 
against a bulldog that had been put there on 
guard. When Kosenberg entered the room he 
Was savagely attacked by the dog and bitten in 
thearm, leg, aud body, and was only.released by 
the other workmen, whe had to t the dog 
away. Rosenberg went home and had his 
wounds cauterized, but on Wednesday the n 
was so intense that he became delirious, 
nd was taken to Gouverneur.

THE KINGS COUNTY 


So many stories have been published about 
fraud in the granting of contracts by the Kings 
County Supervisora that Brooklyn politicians 
only laughed yesterday when a local paper 
published the'result of a month's investigation 
of: one, of them. The alleged fraud existed 
when the board gave a contract for gas fixtures 
for the new Thirty-second Regiment Armory 
to the New-York firm of Mitchell, i Vance & 
Co. at their pid of $4,110. Of ten 
bids this was the highest, the others rang- 
ing from $3,800 down to $1,795. The’ con- 


committee consisting of Supervisors Juengst, 
Nolan, Gallagher, French, Barry, Conly, Kelier, 
and Extance. The only person to object to the 
matter was Supervisor Theodore B. Willis, but 
his opposition could effect nothing, 

The only local paper to take the matter up 
Was the Kagle, and its reporters learned that 
every manufacturer of gas fixtures in this city 
and Broozlyn had been visited by John E, 
Greauy, a contractor of unenviable notoriety. 
His experience with William C. Vosburgh- of 
the Brooklyn Gas Fixture Company and his 
clerk, Charles E. Jaynes. According to these 
two gentlemen Greany represented himself as 

sessed of influence with the Supervisors, 
and asked them to putin a bid for the fixtures. 
They finally agreed to doso and made out one 
for $2,100. 

“That won't do,” said Greany. “You will 
never get the job; make it $5,000, and you will 
be sure to get it. 1 want $500 of this for my- 
self. About $2,000 will have to be put where 
it will do the must good.” t : 
. Mr. Vosvurgn said he thought a bid of $5,000 
would have no show. “Ob, yes, it will,” re- 
sponded Greany. ‘The figure makes no differ- 
ence. IVs simply a question whom the conm- 
mittee will give the contract to. All they have 
got to do is tu Bay they like your fixtures best.” 
. The upshot was that Mr. Vosburgh put in bis 
bid at $2,100 and dia not get the contract. He 
is confident that Greapy was trying to bluif 
him out, and with the idea thut he would have 
ne chance to get the contract. He has since 
learned that by similar tactics Greany. preveat- 
ed several large firms from bidding at all. ; 

All the Brooklyn «work for Mitchell, Vance & 
Co. is done by David M. Evans ot 344 Fourth- 
street. This gentieman admitted that he knew 
Greany well, but refused to say whether he had 
sold the tixtures tou Greany instead of to the 
Supervisors or not. After considerable ques- 
tioning he admitted that his company will really 
reeeive only $3,788 out of the $4,110 to be paid 
by the county, and that that is subject to a re- 
bate for cash. He explained thig by stating 
that, although his company furnished the fixt- 
ures, it did not put them up, and the ditference 
between the bid and the amount of money to. be 
received would go tosome one who will hang 
the fixtures. He refused to say whether Greany 
Was in this case the Brooklyn agent of his com- 
pany, but volunteered the statement that busi- 
ness was done in a peculiar way in Brooklyn. 

Greany, who has been mixed up in numerous 
cases of this kind, had nothing to say yesterday. 


TEMPERANCH TEXTBOOKS. 


LADIES OF THE BROOKLYN TEMPER- 
ANCE LEAGUE THEIR ADVOCATES. 

A committee from the Brooklyn Women’s Chris- 
tian Temperance League, headed by Mrs. A. H. 
Brundage and Mrs. Harriet 8 Pritchard, called 
on Mayor Chapin yesterday to urge the appoint- 
ment ef temperance men on the Board of Educa- 
tion. The ladies called attention to tke law 
bearing on temperance education in the public 
schools and alieged that a committee had found 
only eleven schools out of sixty-six in which 
temperance textbooks were used. In these 


eleven they were used exclusively in the third 
grammar grade, Continuing the protest says: 

“One principal actually could not tellin whic 
grade this study must be taught until he ha 
recourse to a school manual. Some teachers 
candidly told the committee that after the noon 
hour some of their boys and girls were so stu- 
petied with their beer dinners that they were 
unable to study.” 

Tne ladies did not mean thatthechildren were 
allowed to go out and get beer, but that in 
some families the pupils receiyed the bever- 
age. with thelr midday meal. Mayor. Chapin 
assured the ladies that he would appoint none 
but temperate and conscientious men. 





* CANDIDATES FOR PRINCETON. 

Entrance examinations for the Freshman 
Class of Princeton College were held yesterday 
at Association Hall, on Twenty-third-street, in 
pursuance of President Patton’s plan to extend 
the system of local examinations begun in 
1875 by Dr. McCosh. This year the points out- 
side of Princeton where local examinatious 
are held number about forty, and include in 
New-England the leading academies; in this 
State at New-York, Albany, Syracuse, Buffalo, 
Ogdensburg; in Pennsylvania at Philadelphia, 
Harrisburg, Wilkesbarre, Pittsburg, and Erie; 
in the West at Cincinnati, Dayton, Chicago,. St. 
Louis, Peoria, Minneapolis, Omaha, Denver, 
and San Francisco, and in the South at Wash- 
ington, Bultimore, Louisville, Atlanta, and San 
Antonio. 

The examinations held here for the first time 
are under the supervision of Profs. A. k. West 
and W. Magie, the former having supervision 
of the languages and the latter of mathematics 
and physics. Sikty-two applicants presented 
themsei ves yesterday, and of this number thirty- 
four took the full entrance examinations and 
twenty-eight the preliminary examinations. Of 
the sixty-two young men forty were secking 
admission to the academic dppartment aud 
twenty-two to the scientilfic school. Ten of the 
candidates expect to enter the new school of 
electrical engineering, which has just been en- 
dowed and which will begin work in September. 
The candidates for adinmission yesterday were 
from the Berkeley Lyceum, the Columbia Gram- 
mar School, the Dwight School, the Polytechnic 
Institute of Brooklyn, and the Hasbrvok Insti- 
tute of Jersey City.

’ REPULSION FROM GUATEMALA. 

If Mr. J.,H. Hollander, who lately issued a 
newapaper in Guatemala and was expelled by 
the Government because he ‘disturbed the 
politics of the country and blackened the char- 
acter of the American Minister,” is to be be- 
Heved, some interesting questions have been 
raised for the consideration of Secretary of 
State Blaine. , 
« “1 pad,” said -Mr, Hollander yesterday, “al- 
ready made. application. to the State. Depart- 
ment for redress, and: intended to keep silent 
until. I got a reply. I think ‘now,’ however, 
it is time for, me ‘to speak,. without discussing 
the merits of my case. I obtained’permission 
from the Guatemala Government to.publisn a 
newspaper, and did not violate any of the laws 
of the country. I deemed it my duty as an 
American citizen to disclose certain corruption 
on, the, part of the American Minister and 
embodi my information in a communivation 
to the Department of State at Washington. I 
stand ready to prove all the allegations made. 
The fact. thas I had forwarded:the communi- 
cation leaked out, and the American Minister 
and certain officials began to persecute me. I was 
finally forcibly expelled from the country with- 
out an opportunity to close up my busiuess or 
to provide for my family. It was one of the 
most outrageous proceedings I know of.

I have no 
doubt that the Department of State will answer 
these questions in a way which shall be con- 
formable to justice and to the dignity of the 
United States. -Until tnen, Task the public to 
suspend judgment.”

SMALL FIRE ON WARD'S ISLAND. 

There was a fire yesterday afternoon in the 
laundry belonging to the City Insane Asylum, 
on Ward's Island, by which the building was 
considerably damaged but no person was in- 
jured. The laundry is a two-story and mansard « 
brick building, 50 by 150 feetin dimensions. It 
has been occupied for about four months. It is 
adetached building, and there is a space of 
forty feet between it and the west wing of the 
insane asylum. The tire, which is supposed to 
have originated from an over-heated flue, was 
discovered on the second floor. 

Dr. Bona, the. Medical Superintendent of the 
asylum, took charge of affairs. All of the pa- 
tients were quickly placed out of sight of the 
flames. Meanwhile the two steam fire engines 
on the island were brought out, two good 
streams of water were obtained, and the flames 
were kept incheck until the arrival from this 
city of Battalion Chief Short anda detail of 
men from Engine Company No. 53. and Hoo 
and Ladder Company No. 14. These were fol- 
lowed by a detachment of police under Capt. 
Westervelt. In an hour the flames were extin- 
guished. A portion of the second floor and the 
mansard roof were destroyed, and it will cost 
probably $1,000 to repair the building. The 
damage to the contents of the laundry and the 
machinery is estimated at $1,500.

| TAILED PLAN, 
HE NAMES THE STREETS THAT SHOULD 
. FIRST BE REPAVED AND SUGGESTS 
THE KIND OF MATERIAL TO BE USED. 
A report was made. by Public: Works Commis- 
sioner Gilroy to the Boatd of Estimate and 
Apportionment ‘yesterday on the streets and 
avenues which should be repaved in accordance 
With the purposes of thé special act authoriz- 
ing the. expenditure of $1,000,000 a year for 
three years for laying new street surfaces, and 
on the kind of paveménts- which should be 
used. As to the character of the pavements 
he aaia: Si ise he 


“From the experience of the past-fifteen years with 
pavements daring that time itis found that 
the most suitable and durable pavement for streets 
of the first class (the great avennes uf tradeand 
commerce) is a pavement of granite blocks, a¢cord- 
ing to specifications now in use, with tarred joints 
and concrete foundation. No other pavement 13 
known which will present equal rea co to the 
heavy wagon traffic in those streeteand at the same 
time retain un even surface and. give equally good 
foothold to horses. The tarring ot the joints is use- 
ful in preventing the percolation of water through 
the pavement into the soil, which frequently causes 
settlement of the soil under the pavement, and cor- 
bia mmr depressions on the surface, 

“For streets of the second class, (those used partly 
for busiuess.aud partly tor residence,) the granite 
block pavement is alsothe most suitable, but ex- 
cept where the traific is almost as’heavy as in the 
streets of the firat class, the concrete foundation 
and the tarring of the joints may be dispensed with 
and the ‘stone blocks laid on the ordinary sand 
foundation or bed, : 

“Inthe purely residential streets of the third clas: 
one of the most important points to be considere: 
is to secure a pavement which will withstand ordi- 
nary wagon trafic without the great noise which is 
caused by travel over stone-block pavements, and 
will be easier and cheaper to maintain with a clean 
and even surface.. The pavenient which will best 
weet these requirements is a gov asphalt pave- 
ment, ladon a good and substantial foundation, 
and, therefore, the more’ suitable tor residential 
streets. It should not be laid, however, on any 
street, or portion of a street, where the grade is 
ateep, because in such cases it would not afford a 
safe toothold to horses.” 


There are, in Mr. Gilroy’s opinion, aeveral 


things which have proved themselves obstacies 
to the proper matntevance of pavements, one 
of the moat annoying being the style of street 
railroad raila now in use. Respecting these ob- 
stacles generally he said: 


“As the city is now about to vegin the expenditure 
of $3,000,000, as authorized by law, tor repave- 
ments, in addition to the repaveinents provided for 
in the annual estimates and appropriations, it is a 
proper time to consider the many ouities and 
obstacles to the proper maintenance of good rave- 
ments. One of the greatest of these obstacies is 
the style of street-car rail now in use on our streets, 
All these rails are centre-bearing rails, and thodgh 
of somewhat different styles in different streets, 
they ure all in the highest degree objectionavie. 
They are the canse. that wagon traflic, in- 
steal of being distributed evenly ovér the 
whole surface of the street, runs in certain 
cata and in.a short time destroys the pavement 

y wearing deep ruts into it. [ anbmit this sub- 
ject for consideration as to the means to be adopted 
to compel the railroad companies to replace the ob- 
jectionable rails with a grooved rail, or other rail 
which shali be laid even with the pavement, and 
present neither a projection nor a depression, which 
would preveot or obstruct the passing of wagon 
wheels over it or over any part of the adjacunt 
pavement. : 

“another great source of injury to the pavements 

and obstacle to the maintenance of g: pavements 
in this city is the constant tearing up of the paye- 
ments by the various corporations whith have ob- 
tained franchises and privileges to use the streets 
for various purposes, such as laying gas pipes, 
steam pipes, and electricai subways. often the 
conditions of the franchises give the, corporations 
tar too much latitude as to the use of the. streets. 
To obviate. at least a portion of this evil in the 
streets about to be repaved corporations should be 
notifiec to lay their pipes and other underground 
stractures before the pavement is made, and that 
they wiilnot be allowed, for a certain period, to 
tear up the new pavements except for indispensable 
repairs.” 
*In some of the down-town streets he had 
found tnat the owners of abutting land heid 
their land under grants from the city, with the 
condition that they should keep, the pavements 
in good order, and that they had failed to per- 
form the duty thus: put upon ‘them: “The city 
authorities had been until: now prevented from 
spending any money on these streets. The 
Legislature had recently passed a law perfnit- 
ting the Department of Public Works to pave 
them and asséss the cost on the property uwn- 
ers, they to be finally relieved from the con- 
dition df their grants.on the payment of the as- 
sessments. Commissioner Gilroy hoped, tnere- 
fore, to beable to‘put the pavements of West 
aud South streets and some streets proceeding 
from them into good condition. — 

The streets which should first be repaved, the 
kind of pavement that should be laid, their 
area, and the estimated cost of the work. were, 
according to Commissioner Gilroy, as fotlows: 

Broadway, from Beaver-Street to Thirty-fourth: 
Street.—Area, 58,000 square yards; approximate 
éstimate of cost, $396,000. This part of Broadway 
was paved with .specification granite about 1869, 
and the pavement was iu fairly good condition until 
a few years ago whe it began to be torn up for the 
purposes of the New-York steam Company, for the 
construction of the Broadway surface railroad, and 
for the construction of electrical subways, Sirzice 
t operations began there has, hardly ba day 
when some portion of Broadway was not’ upheaved 
either to lay or to repair these structures, ani the 
consequence is thatthe pavement is almost rained. 
I recummend for this repavement specification 
granite blocks, with tarred joints, and laid ona 
strong concrete tonndation, graduate crosswalks to 
be laid where necessary. ; 

- The Bowery, from Chatham-Sqaare to the Junc- 
tion of Third ana Fourth Avenues.—Area, about 
geen square yards; approximate estimate of. cost, 

234, The Bowery is a most important ‘artery 
ot travel. The pavement is mostly the old-style 
square trap blocks, audis in bad condition, and I 
recommend that it be replaced with a granité-biock 
pavoment laid on a strong concrete foundation. 

Canal-street, from West-Street to East Broadway. 
—Area, about 45,000 square yards; approximate 
estimate of cost, $205,000. I recommend a granite- 
block pavement, with tarred joints and a stromag 
concrete foundation. 

Broad-Street, from Wall-Street to Peari-Street.— 
Area, about 8,400 yy yards; approximate esti- 
mete of cost, $29,000. i recommend a granite- 
block pavement, with concrete foundation. From 
Pearl-street to South-street- this street is within 
the limits of land grants, and cau therefore be 
paved m the same manner under ordinance of the 

ommon Council, the cost to be assessed on the 
adjacent tet a in accoritance with the act of the 

islature above referred to. 

te-Street, from Bowling Green to Bridage- 
Street.—Area, about 2,200 square yards; approxi- 
mate estimate of cost, $10,000. A new granite 
pavement, with concrete foundation and granite 
crosswalks where y, is ded and recom- 
mended. The continuation of this street, from 
Bridge-street to. Whitehall-street, ts within the 
limits of land grants, and should be repaved under 
ordipance of the Common Council and by assesgs- 
ment on the adjoining property. 

Vark- Row, from Broadway to Chatham-Square.— 
Alea, about 18,000 eeeite yards; approximate es- 
timate of cost, $80, . Trecommend a new gran- 
ite-block pavement, with tarred joints and strong 
concrete foundation. 
dee Stee trom Hnudson-Street to Thir- 

oth-Street.—Area, about 8,600 sqare yards; ap- 
roximate estimate of cost, $40.000. This ia a con- 
inuation’ of .Hudson-street, and the two in con- 
junction form the greatest thorou e for wagon 
traffic between B way and West-street. ud- 
son-street is now being repaved with new granite 

avement, and. this: work sheuld be continued o: 

Righth-avenue to Thirteenth-street. I recommen 
agranite-block pavement, with concrete foundation 
and granite crosswalks where necessary. 
* In addition to the above streets there are a num. 
ber .of others in the business section of the city 
whieh are in urgent need of repavement. I mention 
-Pearl-street, from Whitehball-street to New Bowery; 
New Bowery, from Pearl-street to Chatham-square; 
Reade-street, from Centre-street to West-street; 
Frode pe meg of Peck-slip;:- Houston-street, from 
Broadway East River; allof which are in bad 
condition. However, the amount which your board 
is authorized to expend for the current year will be 
exhausted by the repavement of the streets above 
recommended. 


As an addendum to his report Commissioner 
Gilroy wrote: 


“Since the report has been prepared Gov. Hill 
has signed an act passed by the Legislature author- 
izing all the various street railroad companies to 
change their present methods of operating the roads 
to motive power by cable, electricity, or any other 
method or system which be approved by tne 
8 ‘oad Com: It is probable that 
some, if not all, of the street r: companies will 
avail themselves as early as poasible of the privi- 
leges conferred on them by the act, and the 
in the systems of motive power, especially where 
the changes are to the cable system, will result in 


tearing up of the. streets. Any expendl-

HE SAYS “HIS DEPARTMENT Is NOT RUN 
. IN THE INTEREST OF POLITICIANS. | 

Having had his aftention called by Tar Tomes 
to the futile dalliance of laborers employed by 
his department in the work of repairing the 
pavement, of.Canal-street, between Mercer and 
Greene streets, Public Works Commissioner 
Gilroy said yesterday: 

“Ihave inquired into that matter, and as a 
result of my inquiry have discharged two men 
from the gang of laborers. I am glad THE 
Times has called my attengion to the dilatort- 
ness of the men. I shall be pleased to receive 
like information from citizens. My intention is 
to investixate every case reported and to dis- 
charge every wan who falls 
work, This is no place for loafing. The 
other day I was informed that four laborers of 
this department were iu a liquor saloon when 
they should. have been at work. -They had to 
admit that my information was correct, and 
they were discharged. On another day I learned 
that a gang of twehty-six men had indulged in 
afree tight in Forty-eighth-street when they 
Bhould have been repairing the pavement. The 
result of my inquiry was the discovery that 
the foreman of the gang had been overweighted 
with responsibility. Some of. his men took too 
much liquor, and he was unable to control 
them and at the same time direct the men who 
were willing to work. Sixteen of the men were 
discharged: The other ten were formed into a 
gang which the foreman was able to handle, I 
mention these matters pow because I wish it to 
be understood that no inan shall stay in the em- 
ploymeut of the Department of Public Works, 

hile lam its head, who does not dothe work 

or which he is paid. The influence of no poli- 
‘tician, no matter how powerful, will save him, 
Imean this. It is not mere talk.”
